Cleveland, May 13. — Three distinct 


Belegations will be sent by Cuyahbga 
county to the Republican state conven- 
tion at Columbus on June 1, as the rs- 
sult of factionalism in the party . 


Two years ago Mayor McKissqn ob- 


tained control of the county conven- 
tion, and the anti-McKisson men re- 
tired and held one qf their own. Each 
convention appointed a committee of 
15 to take the party management in 
the county. 
The board of elections, 


appointees of 'Mayor McICisson, recog- 
nized the McKia3on committee, but the 
other continued at work and was one 
,of the forces ihat defeated McKisson 
lor re-tleotion this spring. 


The MeKtsson committee has called 


for caucuses and aconvention to choose 
delegates to the state convention the 
latter part of this month. The chair- 
man of the anti-McKisson committee, 
J. W. Holcomb, proposed to appoint 
imother set of delegates direct,'believ- 
ing the state convention -would seat 
them and reject the McKisson men. 
Holcomb is anti-McKisson and has 
lately become anti-Hanna as well, and 
naturally an anti-Holcomb element 
arose. 


Holcomb controlled a majority in his 


committee until Thursday, . when his 
opponents won over two of his men 
and forced a'meeting. Holcomb and 
five members withdrew from the meet- 
ing and gave out a list of delegates 
which had been appointed by a sub- 
committee previously authorized by the 
whole committee. The nine remaining 
members, being a quorum, continued 
their meeting until long after mid- 
night, deposed Holcomb as chairman, 
and elected Walter P. Thompson in his 
place. Holcomb at once forwarded his 
list of delegates to Chairman Hilling of 
the state central committee, and these 
will undoubtedly be the ones admitted 
by him to the floor oE the convention, 
as he and Holcomb are strong advo- 
cates of the 
nomination • of Harry 


Daugherty for governor. 


The contesting delegations will be 


the McKisson delegation, to be choson 
in convention, and the anti-Holcomb 
delegation, which is composed of Han- 
na men. The Hanna men believe the 
committee on credentials will oust the 
Holcomb delegation and seat theirs.
